L] Take the original and the copies to the district court clerk’s office; ask them to time-stamp all of
them.

LI File the original Settlement Agreement form at the district court clerk’s office.

[1 Ask the district court clerk to give the Settlement Agreement to a judge for approval (or to set a
hearing date when you can meet with a judge to discuss your Settlement Agreement).

L1 Immediately after you leave the district court clerk’s office, deliver (by mail or in-person) one
copy to your spouse or your spouse’s attorney.

[1 Keep the other copy for your own records.
